American force drove into Tunisia today, its advance guards 
clashing with an estimated 10,000 Axis troops in the Bizerte 
neighborhood amid reports of a major naval battle off the 
African shore and indications Adolf Hitler may attempt to 
“shoot the works” in an effort to block Allied control of 
Africa and the Mediterranean 


An Allied communique, broadcast over Radio Morocco, 
reported the Allied force, spearheaded by the British 
First Army, is pushing eastward as rapidly as possible. 


Other reports placed its vanguard already close to the 
key French air bases around Bizerte which Lt.-Gen. Kenneth

All provincial government snowplow equipment avail- 
able in Southern Alberta was speeding toward Edmonton 
Monday as the city continued digging itself out of the worst 
blizzard in the history of Northern Alberta. 

The storm, borne in on the wings of a chill north wind, 
entirely disrupted all business activity. 


All street railway traffic was tied up Sunday, and 
the tie-up continued Monday, Thontas Ferrier, street rail- 
way superintendent, said it was hoped to get some of the 
trams rolling again Monday evening to serve the heavily- 
populated districts. 

Seven street cars were reported off the track Sunday 
night, while two sweepers nosing their way through waist- 
high drifts on the trackage were also derailed. 

Hon, W. A. Fallow, provincial minister of public works, 
said that snowplow equipment from Southern Alberta was 
being rushed north as fast as possible to clear district 
highways 

Bakeries and dairies warned householders to con- 
serve their supplies of milk and bread as much as possible 
since there was little likelihood that regular house-to- 
house deliveries could be made for another day at least. 


Dairies reported that it was not expected that milk 
supplies from country points could reach Edmonton before 
Wednesday at the earliest due to blocked roads.

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It Won’t Save Gas 


Conditions in Alberta are not the con- 
ditions in Ontario, in respect to transpor- 
tation. 

In the older province there is a_net- 
work of railway lines, distances are short, 
and train service is frequent. In Alberta 
railway lines are far apart, distances are 
great, trains are few in number. 

The order limiting bus travel to 50 
miles in a continuous journey may impose 
no hardship ‘on the public in Ontario. It 
will if enforced impose very real hardship 
on the public in Alberta. 

Busses radiate from Edmonton daily 
to distances of far more than 50 miles. 
But for these, people in outlying districts 
would have to travel by private car if 
they wished to get into the city, Even 
those living near railway points would in 
many cases have to catch trains in the 
*middle of the night. 

This is not a matter which involves the 
convenience of only a small number of 
people, but of hundreds every day in the 
week, 

There will be no economy of gasoline or 
tires if thousands who now travel by bus 
in this province are compelled to use 
private cars, as they will be if the 50-mile 
limit is enforced. The way to effect the 
desired saving would be to further restrict 
the use of private cars and keep the busses 
running. It takes less gasoline and less 
rubber to keep a bus going than it does to 
operate a whole flock of family automo- 


biles. 
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After Six Months 
Admiral Nimitz, commander of the 


United States fleet in the Pacific, is not a 
man of words. He has held only three 
press conferences in eleven months. But 
the third was of a kind to give assurance 
that the fight in the western theatre is 
going favorably. 

The Admiral specifically refused to 
suggest that the Japs are “on the run,” 
which gives force to what he did say. The 
marines, he said, will hold their ground in 
the Solomons, and push ahead. Their 
morale is excellent and their losses have 
been disproportionately small. And “the 
Japs are losing a lot of ships.” 

This summary of the situation there 
is more emphatically true now than when 
it was made a few weeks ago. U.S. 
forces are on the offensive in Guadalcanal, 
and the score of enemy warships and 
transports sunk in the waterways of the 
great archipelago is steadily mounting, 
not only in numbers but in comparison to 
Allied losses, 

At the other end of the Pacific, U.S. 
and Canadian bombers are hammering 
Kiska whenever the fog lifts, with dimin- 
ished opposition from enemy air forces 
and ground defences. And in New Guinea 
the Australians have cleared the invaders 

-from the southern side of the mountain 
barrier. ‘ 

It is still some weeks short of a year 
since the attack on Pearl Harbor and 
Hong Kong. The gains which the Japan- 
ese made they made during the first five 
months. Since May they have advanced 
nowhere, except the abortive venture in 
the Aleutians. They have lost some ground 
in the south and the north and in China. 
Nor have they yet launched the projected 
attack on Siberia. If they are not on the 
run, neither are they “on the march,” 

Compared with the situation six 
months ago, the position now is decidedly 
encouraging to the Allies, and must be 
inducing some heavy thinking at Tokyo. 
Who's Who? 

A writer of comic operas could surely 
find a rich mine of material in last week's 
antics of the company of adventurers who 
lately posed as the government of unoccu- 
pied France and the guardians of the 
French empire abroad. 

When news came of the Allied landings 
in Morocco and Algeria, Marshal Petain 
ordered the garrisons there to put the 
invaders out. When the Nazis raced into 
unoccupied France, the Marshal reproved 
the Fuehrer, but didn't take the field to 
vindicate Vichy’s oft-proclaimed “neutral- 
ity.” 

Laval naturally headed for Munich to 
get instructions, only to bring back a 
schedule of terms which he did not dare to 
make public. Admiral Darlan thought it 
advisable to put the Mediterranean be- 
tween himself and the gestapo, 

The orders and counter-orders which 
flew thick and fast from Vichy and from 
Algiers had only one thing in common; 
they neutralized each other and left every- 
body, including their authors, wondering 
what was behind it all. Darlan reversed 
the Petain order by telling the African 
garrisons to lay down their arms. When 
Petain ordered the fleet to stay at Toulon, 
Darlan requested the fleet to leave, but 
wound up his invitation with a salute 
to the Marshal! 

The governor of Morocco carried out 
the Petain resistance order for awhile, then 
flopped and lined up with Darlan’s reverse 
order, adding that he thought this was 
what Petain really wanted. Petain re- 
sponded by again telling the garrisons to 
fight. . 

It may be that Governor Nogues gave 
the key to this maze of inconsistencies. It 
may be that Petain—-with Laval’s advice 

is playing a deep game ol dece} ion; plre- 
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tending to side with Hitler while really 
encouraging collusion with the Allies. The 
alternative is to suppose that the double- 
dealing opportunists who composed the 
Vichy cabal have mined and counter- 
mined until none of them knows where 
another is “at”. 

Fortunately the Allied leaders do not 
have to solve the riddle. If France is to 
be saved it will have to be saved without 
effective aid or leadership from Petain, 
Darlan, Laval and company. The others 
will likely enough try to do what Darlan 
has already done—climb on the band- 
wagon. But they had better be told plain- 
ly that the less advice they give the more 
welcome they will be.

Speaking to his beer-cellar pals 
in Munich on the night of Novem- 
ber 8, the Fuehrer dismissed the 
defeat of Romme! and the landing 
of the Americans with theatrical 
contempt 

“This,” he said airily, “won't win 
the war.” He said the Germans 
would prepare counter-blows and 
win back all that was lost 


Then he added this significant 
thought 
“In me they have an opponent 


who doesn't even think of the word 


capitulation There will be no 
repetition of the 1918 collapse.” 

Now what pul that idea into 
Hitler's head? Who spoke to him 
about capitulation? Who ever 
hinted al a repetition of the 1918 
collapse and the flight of the 
Kaiser? 

Certainly no one’ in Germany 
would dare to say such things 


And there has been no undue talk 


about these subjects among the 
Allies lately. 

From where, then, did these 
thoughts arise? 

In some ways, Hitler is a very 
simple fellow, naive and almost 
childlike. It is frequently so in the 


processes of his mind 


Haunted 


It is as clear as it can be that 
these ideas were forced out of the 
very depths of Hitler's heart 
They haunt him always. The fear 
that he may capitulate, that he 
may run away, that his powerful 
Reich might collapse—-these dread- 
ful thoughts never leave him 

And so when the news 
African: coup delivered a terrific 
shock to him, these fears forged 
to the surface. He was compelled 
to give them words. + 

And, I think, in this 
we have the secret of Hitler's 
weakness. The man is eternally 
and devastatingly afraid of him- 
self 

That doesn’t mean that the man 
lacks confidence in himself or has 
any doubt of his own omniscience 
or omnipotence. His fear-is rather 
a moral fear, It the constant 
‘dread that, having set himself up

And he is morally weaker today 
then at any other time in the war, 
His is the kind of mind that can- 
not bear misfortune. It is too bad 
for him that he is going to have to 
endure so much of it.

And, indeed, the Allied exploits 
in Africa were a mortal blow, 
Even our own experts cannot say 
just how devastating a blow it was, 

It ends forever, of course, Hit- 
ler’s dream of Africa, which, 
strangely enough, seems to haunt 
every imperial conquistador. It 
has broken up the _ profitable 
BRerlin-Vichy arrangement. It has 
halted plans for an attack on Nofth 
America by way of West Africa. 


But the manner In which it has 
interfered with other wild dreams 


of grand strategy only God and 
Hitler can tell. 
There must have been some 


idea, somewhere, of linking up, at 
some point and at some time, 
with the Japanese armies to com- 
plete the conquest of the world, 
Africa was the essential link be- 
tween the German and Japanese 
forces. And now Africa is out of 
the sphere of Axis influence. 

There is little likelihood now of 
concerted attack on India, 
Germany can render Japan abso- 
lutely no assistance in any field of 
operations. 

Nor is Japan likely to undertake 
an invasion of Siberia in conjunc.

In a Civil Defence Day talk 
broadcast over the BBC he paid 
tribute to the “indomitable re- 
sistance” of civilians, and said 
history will record them as the 
“spearhead of humanity on the 
forward march.” 

Londoners, he said, stood up to 
the blitz for 57 nights “but when 
the enemy had done its worst, they 
and their country were still carry- 
ing on unbeaten, full of work and 
fight.”
